The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 34: A transponder according to claim 23- 32, wherein the power storage device comprises a 
capacitor. 

Claims 1-6, 9-15, 18, 20, 21, 23-32, 35 and 37-39 remain as filed by Applicant on 7 Feb 2008. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of record, 
Levine et al (US PG Pubs. No. 2006/0267759) is directed towards a similar medical RF position sensing 
system, but does not fairly teach or suggest that the wireless transponder generates a digital output signal 
indicative of the voltage drop across the sensor coil. Additionally, Levine (759) does not fairly teach or 
suggest that the power coil specifically receives the RF driving field prior to driving the field generators 
for the sensor coil and also prior to transmission of the digital output from the sensor coil.
